FR.  CONDON 
TO  CELEBRATE 
JUBILEE 


RECALLS  OLD  DAYS 
WHEN  COLLEGEVILLE 
WAS  STILL  IN  CRADLE

The  Rev.  Bernard  Condon’s 
twenty-five  years  in  the  priest¬ 
hood  will  be  honored  on  the  Feast 
of  St.  Joseph,  April  26,  here  at 
the  College. 

A  Solemn  High  Mass  in  the 
morning  will  be  followed  by  a 
banquet  at  noon.  The  evening 
program  is  being  arranged  by  the 
Rev.  Harold  Diller,  ’28,  and  the 
Rev.  Robert  Koch,  ’28. 

Father  Condon  was  ordained  on 
June  6,  1914  at  St.  Charles  Sem¬ 
inary,  Carthagena,  O.  He  cele¬ 
brated  his  First  Mass  on  June  14 
at  Sacred  Heart  Church,  his  home 
parish,  in  Sedalia,  Mo. 

He  was  pastor  pro-tem  at  St. 
Joseph’s  Church  in  Adrian,  Mich., 
for  three  months.  Then  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1914  he  was  appointed  to 
the  faculty  at  St.  Joseph’s  where 
he  has  been  ever  since,  except 
from  February  1915  to  June  1916 
when  he  studied  for  his  M.  A.  at 
Catholic  University,  Washington, 
D.  C. 

For  twenty-one  years  he  was  in 
charge  of  the  Book  Store.  The 
position  brought  him  in  contact 
with  every  student  that  stepped 
onto  the  campus  during  that  time. 
He  met  most  of  them  again  in  one 
of  his  Latin,  Greek  or  English 
classes. 

When  Father  Condon  was  a  stu¬ 
dent  here  from  '02  to  ’08,  there 
were  only  three  buildings  on  the 
place,  the  Main  Building,  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  Building  and  the  Brothers’ 
Dwelling.  The  lake  was  a  mud- 
hole,  there  were  no  cement  walks, 
and  a  few  Redskins  were  still 
around  the  Indian  School.  The 
dining  room  was  where  the  locker 
rooms  are  now;  the  band  room  and 
study  hall  were  in  the  Faculty 
Building  and  there  were  only 
eleven  men  on  the  teaching  staff.

Besides  student  rooms, 
it  holds  classrooms  and  laboratories  for  bi¬ 
ology,  botany,  geology,  chemistry  and  physics. 

Then  there  is  D wenger  Hall.  With  stone 
towers  that  make  it  resemble  a  medieval 
castle,  it  stands  in  back  of  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Building.
